assiduously 
prepared for the trial, debated the 
burning issues of the time. The effort 
of each filled an evening and Lincoln’s 
speech gave him new hope of himself. 
Wise men began to have great confi­ 
dence in his future. 
He had taken 
the style of Webster for his model. 
He no longer used the broad humor 
which had characterized his efforts on 
the stump. 
A study of the best 
.speeches of the great New Englander 
had made him question its value in 
a public address. 
Dignity, clear rea­ 
soning and impressiveness were the 
chief aims of his new method, the lat­ 
ter of which is aptly illustrated by 
this passage from his speech in reply 
to Douglas in the debate mentioned: 
“If I ever feel the soul within me 
elevate and expand to those dimen­ 
sions not wholly unworthy of its Al­ 
mighty Architect, it is when I con­ 
template the cause of my country de­ 
serted by all the world besides, and 
I standing up boldly and alone and 
hurling defiance at her victorious op­ 
pressors. Here without contemplating 
consequences before high heaven and 
in the face of the world I swear eter­ 
nal fidelity to the just cause, as I 
deem it, of the land of my life, my 
liberty and my love.”

It must be with some anxiety that 
the friends of international peace ob­ 
serve a disposition on the part of Vis­ 
count Grey to resume an active part 
in the discussion. The Viscount’s acti­ 
vities in this respect so far have not 
been helpful. Although he is a sincere 
friends of peace, a sincere friend of 
America, and an earnest supporter of 
the League of Nations, Viscount Grey 
contrived by a remarkable series of 
blunders to give potent aid and com­ 
fort to those who were doing their ut­

League. Concerning this the New York 
Times says with truth: 
“He would have shown himself to 
be a better friend of the League if he 
had pursued a different course during 
his short term of service as British am­ 
bassador at Washington and after his 
return to London.

comfort to the foes of the Treaty in 
the isenate, to men who did not wish 
the Treaty and the Covenant to live, 
as he, of course, wished them to live, 
but whose only aim was to kill them 
in order to do what harm they could to 
Woodrow Wilson and the democratic 
party.” 
“His actions can be explained only 
on the theory that he had failed to 
penetrate the disguises of the slayers 
of the Treaty.”

Omaha, far north of the Mason 
and Dixon line, saw and knows. 
Since these happenings the mouth­ 
piece of opinion are a little less likely 
to assume a holier-than-thou attitude 
toward the South. 
There is a better 
understanding of what underlies these 
sudden devilish outbreaks like that of 
Tulsa. 
The country generally knows 
a little more about racial friction and 
the slow fires that are always burning 
somewhere underneath. 
Washington, Chicago, Omaha, East 
St. Louis and Elaine are black pages. 
To these Tulsa has been added. 
It is 
futile to fold soft, fat hands and ignore 
the fact that there is a racial problem 
in America.

Denunciation, 
abuse and threats will get nowhere. 
The problem waits for solution. Noth­ 
ing more than a start has been made.
